THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Probably Only Two Justices Will Dissent 
from the Opinion Which Will Soon Be 
Made Public—Counsel Miller Is Happy 
and Talks of Various Forms the Decis- 
ion May Take—Railroad Lawyers Get 
No News Upon the Subject All Im- 
portant to Them. 


Wasurnetox, D. C., Nov. 2.—fSpecial. |}— 
There is no question about the Lake-Front de- 
cision being in favor of Chicago. A good 
deal of excitement has been caused here by 
the premature disclosure of the court’s find- 
mg, and while the Justices can neither affirm 
nor deny reports of their decisions the hand- 
ing down of the opinion will be the proof of 
the correctness of the statement that Justice 
Harlan has been sustained. The circulation 
in New York of a vague rumor that the de- 
cision was in favor of the railroad and the 
publication of this report were based on a mis- 
understanding of the attitude of two of the 
Justices. Of the seven who sat in the case a 
majority of the Justices have positively af- 
firmed Justice Harlan's opinion. It is possi- 
ble that there will not be more than two of 
the Justices dissenting. Ihe decision may 
not be given till Monday week, as the case is 
an intricate one and some time will be re- 
quired to write the opinion. There has never 
been much doubt in the minds of those who 
have followed the progress of the arguments 
and the questions of the Justices that the City 
of Chicago would be confirmed in the rights 
declared to be its own in Justice Harlan’s de- 
cision. However, the magnitude of the inter- 
ests involved has afforded a wide field for 
guessing on the outcome, and misinformation 
seems to have been the basis for the mistaken 
guess that the IIlinois Central had won. Nev- 
ertheless, the city can get ready to enforce the 
rights which the decision of the court will 
soon confirm it in, and the railroad company 
may prepare to face gracefully the inevitable 
and abate some of its pretensions. The te- 
dious litigation is ended by a victory * the 
city.

IT MAY TAKE ONE OF TWO FORMS, 


Corporation Counsel Miller Talks of the 
Probable Bearing of the Decision, 
Corporation Counsel Miller was a pleased 
man last night. 
‘“* Assuming that the Supreme Court has de- 
cided in the city’s favor, said he, the 
decision may take either one of two forms. If 
it sustains the decision of Justice Harlan it 
holds the Land Grant act of 1869 valid but re- 
pealable. The repeal of this act would take 
from the Illinois Central the privileges granted 
dy the act, except in so far as the company had 
acted under the act. 
Tho other form of decision is that the act 
was unconstitutional. This means that the 
Illinois Central would lose its piling 
and improvements, which would revert 
to the city or the State of Illinois. Probably 
the upshot would be that these improvements 
would be removed and the lake restored, 
though this is a fine point and is straying 
from the main issue. 
In either case it is a substantial victory 
for the city. If the Illinois.Central had 
won it would in effect have owned 
the lake frontage between Randolph 
street and Park row and had the 
right to construct wharves and docks. This 
riparian right is really the point at issue, and 
by this decision the right to construct wharves 
and docks rests with the city instead of with 
the company. I think, perhaps, that the city 
had the better of the fight on ita merits. The 
company has had an easier case to present, 
probably, because of the act of 1869, upon 
which it so largely relied, but the city, I think, 
had the stronger case as a whole.“

During 1890 and 1891 they made a great deal 
of money in buying corn, which they held for 
a higher market, and when they closed their 
deals they were reputed to be worth from 
$50,000 to $70,000 more than when they began. 
It is now claimed that B. E. Pegram, the old- 
er brother, had a disposition to deal in op- 
tions, and the success of the years named 
caused him to plunge heavier this year, when 
corn was quoted at 42 cents, which he held in 
anticipation of a rise. But it sank to 30 cents, 
entailing a loss of $36,000 on a deal of 300,000 
bushels. The firm also carried a heavy deal 
in wheat, which likewise resulted disastrous- 
ly to them, and nothing was left for them but 
to voluntarily retire or submit to expensive 
and annoying litigation which threatened to 
swamp them. 
The members of the firm attribute their 
failure to the depreciation in the price in corn 
and wheat and claim that they do not know 
what their liabilities are, so great and ruinous 
is the wreck. The successor to the firm, in an 
interview with Taz Trrsunzg correspondent, 
admitted that $100,000 will not cover the 
losses, while well-informed men place the 
losses at $150,000 and higher. 
The creditors consist of four classes—Chi- 
cago commission merchants, wholesalers and 
jobbers of wheel goods, local banks, and farm- 
ers. The local banks are secured by ware- 
house and crib receipts for grain. Thefarmers 
are promised an early settlement and payment 
through the proceeds of the sale to the junior 
partner of the firm, but the transient credit- 
ors will have to take what they can get, which 
is believed to be poor picking, as the defunct 
firm has not a dollar in sight outside of the 
property conveyed to the successor, who an- 
nounces he will continue the business. Book- 
keepers are now at work on the books of the 
firm and promise an intelligent, correct, and 
comprehensive statement within a few days. 
All anxious inquiries are met by E. L. Pe- 
gram, who does not hesitate to say that the 
firm ot Pegram & Bro. is as insolvent as it can 
well be. 

Farmers Are Sufferers. * 
Many farmers have been caught in the 
wreck by storing grain in some of the seven 
elevators the firm owned in this county, To 
what extent the farmers are caught is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. Before any published an- 
nouncement was made farmers were ciamor- 
ing for their money, and so far as can be 
learned have been satisfied or pacified. The 
banks are indifferent about the failure and 
estimate it as trivial to them, as they hold 
ample security in plain mght in the form of 
well filled cribs of corn and warehouses con- 
taining small grain. 
Late this evening the assets of the firm were 
placed at nothing, considering the legal ques- 
tions involved as to the liability of E. L. 
Pegram for the debts of Pegra'n & Bro., since 
there is no tangible or recorded agreement 
that he will pay any debts. The liabilities 
are: Due commission men in Chicago and 
elsewhere, $100,000; due wholesale dealers in 
wheel goods, $20,000 (both of which classes 
are unsecured, and the amounts will probably 
be a total loss to the ones interested); due to 
banks of Lincoln, $30,000 (secured); due to 
farmers of Logan County, $30,000 to $40,000 
(unsecured, but which are believed to be 
reasonably certain uf being paid). 

It Is a Heavy Loss. 

The loss is the heaviest so far occasioned by 
a faire in Logan County, and being the result 
of speculation in futures - indignation 
against trading in such commodities is con- 
fined to no particular class.

DEMOCRATS ATSEA IN THE VIRGINIAS. 


Even the Old Dominion Is Causing Their 
Party Leaders a Deal of Worry. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Nov. 2.— [Special. — 
Democrats are concerned over the Virginias. 
They say their only worry is over West Vir- 
ginia, but actions give the lie to words. Of 
the Virginia Democrats who live most of the 
year in the District of Columbia at least six 


hundred have been persuaded to go home to 


vote.. Democrats profess to believe that the 
Old Dominion is safe for Cleveland by 12,000 
to 15,000 majority. Inasmuch as Virginia 
gave Cleveland 1,500 in 1888 it is not easy to 
see how the Democrats can bring his majority 
up into the thousands this year. Their own 
explanation is that four years agothe State 
was not thought to be in danger and that they 
let the campaign go by default. After nomi- 
| nating Cleveland at Chicago Senator Daniel 
and the other Hill leaders in the State found 
that if they were to keep the party together 
they would have to carry the party for Cleve- 
land. Senator Hill went to Lynchburg and 
made his speech to oblige Senator Daniel. It 
helped the anti-Cleveland Democrats to swal- 
low the dose, yet the party is still in the woods 
and fearful of being tangled up before extri- 
cating itself, 

If Gen. Mahone would tell the Democrats 
what his tactics are they would be easier in 
their minds. He is making the same sort of 
a campaign that upset them when the read- 
justment movement got the headway. At the 
outset he saw enough in the Populists, or 
Farmers’ Alliance party, to justify taking it 
into account. The Democrats did not. Ma- 
hone’s advice was for the Republicans to let 
the Populists have the Cougressional field and 
to concentrate their strength on the Harrison 
and Reid Electoral ticket. This plan has been 
followed and in nearly every district the Re- 
ee candidates for Congress have with- 

ran. The Populists will cast 15,000 and 
perhaps 20,000 votes for the Weaver Electoral 
ticket, and more than two-thirds of this will 
come from the Democrats, so a good many 
colored Republicans must stay at home or 
else the Democratic Electoral ticket will be in 
the minority.

uality, sold in London at 28 cents a pound. With 

ree wool this could be landed in New York at 
the same price. It would make che * goods, but 
they won't wear. Protection to wool means fair 
prices to growers and honest goods, 

Mr. Ach says the Democratic idea if car- 
ried out would place the brice to the producer 
of wool in this country at 10 or 12 cents, 
whereas under protection he gets 18 to 21.

Parker . Webster’s Reasons for Believing

Parker S. Webster, an attorney of Du- 
buque, Ia., and a strong Republican speaker, 
was in the city yesterday, returning home 
from a three weeks’ campaigning tour through 
West Virginia.

The wages lie is the most contemptible and 
vicious of all the tariff lies. It is a lie that is not 
even plausible. It is refuted a thousand times a 
day in a thousand different places. 

This is a sample of reckless writing by one 
who either does not know the facts or cares 
nothing for them. Evidently the writer of it is 
an enthusiastic, vealy kind of a young fellow 
not long in the profession who thinks he be- 
lieves what he says. He is a sort of a weak 
edition of Henry Watterson. He has bor- 
rowed most of his ideas in a disjointed and 
hysterical sort of way, but is not so good in 
objurgation as is the talented Henry. His 
epithets are violent, but lack the poetic grace 
which marks the utterances of his Kuntuckian 
exemplar. The great trouble with this callow 
youth is that he looks at the facts through an 
inverting lens, one which makes the right side 
appear to be the left and forms the image up- 
side down. He not only sees his facts as 
through a glass, darkly,“ but as if they were 
standing on their heads. 

It this writer had a correct glass to look 
through he would notice the presence in this 


country of several millions of working people 


who have tried from birth to youth, and some 
of them to middle age, to live among the free 
trade methods and on the free trade wages of 
Europe. Those people have come here and 
made a comparative trial of American wages 
and methods. They have remained here. 
They do not go back home. Whai does that 
fact mean? What lesson does it teach? What 
great truth does it convey? The junior waiter 
of the junior organ who writes so glibly of 
things he does not understand might with 
profit to himself pause and reflect, Let him 


ask if it is himself or these millions of work- . 


ers who are radically mistaken about the effect 
of protection on labor. 

Those immigrant workers have been com- 
ing to this country in increasing numbers for 
the last thirty years. And the flood is all one 
way. Not only do they stay here themselves, 
but they are so well satisfied with the superior 
wages they receive here, in spite of the fact 
that they have to pay a little higher prices for 
some articles they eonsume, that they advise 
their friends and relatives on the other side of 
the Atlantic to come here also, and in tens of 
thousands of cases have contributed the 
money necessary to pay for the passage tick- 
ets, which could not have been saved 
out of the scanty wages paid in Eu- 
rope. They want their friends and rela- 
tives to come and share their prosperity in 
this protection country. They do not write 
to them to stay away because of the atti- 
tude which the tariff plunderers assume 
towards them and their associates. Even 
those of them who complain know they are 
far better off than they could ever hore to be 
in the Uld World. 

Why have these millions of European work- 
ingmen come, and why do they stay and urge 
their friends to come? The answer is simple 
and conclusive. They were attracted here by 
abundance of work and bigness of wages. 
Both of these attractions were the result of 
confidence of capital in protection against 
European destructive competition and in find- 
ing employment for the worker. Capital can- 
not do anything towards increasing itself by 
production without hiring labor. It cannot 
hire anybody in this country without paying 
the American wage scale to the person em- 
ployed. Our protective tariff has invited this 
investment of capital in the hiring of labor, 
and the result is plenty of work at good 
wages. 

Every person thus employed in spending his 
wages sets to work another worker. Does not 
the junior organ comprehend that fact? On 
the average each of these workers has at least 
two persons dependent upon him for support, 
so that the setting of one man to work ina 
protected industry provides for the sustenance 
of six individuals, because theexpended wages 
of A furnish employment to B, who also has 


two persons to support. To shatter the con- 


tidence of capital is to stop the hiring of labor. 
In stopping the wages of one man it takes 
away the sustenance of three persons, and this 
means the depriving of another group of three 
of the means whereby they live, as the earn- 
ings expended by one worker furnish the 
wages paid to another toiler. 

A panic is scared capital. Capital is as 
brave as an army when it meets the enemy in 
front. it is thrown into confusion and routed 
as an army when assailed by an enemy in the 
rear. Capital is always timorous when ex- 
posed to foreign underbidding competition 
that can produce more cheaply on account of 
half-paid labor than its own opportunities 
permit, and it would shut up shop on the 
adoption of a free trade policy, the result be- 
ing to throw millions of American we kers 
out of employment. 

The effects of the Democratic free trade 
policy are substantially set forth in a recent 
editorial in Ius Tunes as follows: 

When tried on previous occasions industry has 
been paralyzed as badly on the farm as at the 
factory. Capital has been annihilated, and the 
milis and forges have been closed, The banks 
have failed and their depositors have lost their 
savings. Merchants unable to sell their goods 
have unable to pay the wholesalers, and the 
Sheriff has taken possession of their stores and 
left them bankrapt. The field of employment 
being narrowed, idle and desperate laborers have 
competed with one another for the work. and 
wages have been forced down to the minimum by 
their strugale for something to do. The farmer, 
deprived of the market which consumed all his 
non-exportable products, has seen his fruits and 
vegetables rotting on his bands.

CAPITAL MUST HAVE SECURITY IF LABOR 
Is EMPLOYED. 

For capital to reach the highest point of ef- 
ficiency it must be assured of security. If 
those who have money know that they are 
sure to get it back if it is invested in a par- 
ticular way, and that they are not sure to get 
it back if invested in another, they avoid the 
latter. As the number of ways in which cap- 
ital can be safely invested is increased it seeks 
eagerly the new ones and gives additional em- 
ployment to labor and creates a new demand 
for raw materials and for transportation fa- 
cilities, When all the capital of the country 
is employed in the largest possible number of 
industries then is the country most prosper- 
ous. 

A business may promise great profits, but 
capital unless in the hands of men of a pe- 
culiarly speculative turn of mind will not go 
into it. To invest money in buildings, plant, 
and machinery which will be valueless in a 
year or two by unfriendly legislation, to spend 
money in making a stock of goods which 
may become unsalable by the passage of an 
act of Congress allowing the foreigner with 
his cheap labor to slaughter prices and pre- 
vent the sale of the home-made goods is 
something which no wise man will do. 

If there had not been at all times since 1861 
a conviction on the part of those who held 
capital that the protective policy of the Re- 
publican party would be adhered to, they 
never would have used their money in the 
diversified manner that they have done. They 
would not have built mills, for it would not 
have been safe. They would not have given 
employment to labor, for it would not have 
been safe. 
have been employed, and both production 
and consumption would have been lessened. 
Men would have been idle and so would 
money. If the title to a piece of land is 
doubtful it is difficult to get a loan on it or 
to sell it, and that lot remains unimproved. 
After the defect in the title has been cured 
money can be borrowed on the land and em- 
ployment given to mechanics in erecting a 
structure. The policy of the Republican 
party has been to prove to capital that it was 
safe to invest in manufacturing industries, 
and that it would be safe to employ labor, 
buy raw materials and work them up. Had 
capital believed that in two or four or six 
years the protection afforded by the tariff was 
to be removed it never would have gone into 
such ventures. The plants would not have 
been created and labor would not have been 
employed. And if the Democrats win 
and take the duty off competitive goods, 
capital will understand that destraction to it 
is the outcome unless it can force labor to 
accept European wages. It will try to save 
what it can from the wreck. Where it is 
possible it will withdraw from manufactur- 
ing on the best terms it can. Where with- 
drawal is impossible it will insist on forcing 
down the wage scale to the European stand- 
ard, where it can can compete with its cheap 
labor opponents.

SWEATING-SHOP WAGES. 

The New York World makes the preposter- 
ous statement that there are over forty thou- 
“‘sand working people in that city whose con- 
„dition is far worse than it was before the 
“*McKinley protection to manufacturers was 
„put in force, when in fact none are worse 
off, exeept inebriates. The persons referred to 
by the World are those employed in the 
‘sweating shops in making various articles 
of slop-work clothing. It may be reporting 
correctly the fact that many of these operators 
work for miserably small wages, but is simply 
making up a story out of whole cloth when 
it tells that throughout all this immense cloak 
and clothing industry wages have been re- 
duced 70 to 100 per cent, while the price to the 
wearer has been increased from 25 to 50 per 
cent. Both of these assertions are unblush- 
ing falsehoods of a malodorous partisan char- 
acter. : 

The “sweating” system of employing labor 
is not due to the tariff. It was in existence 


long before the passage of the McKinley bill, 


and exists everywhere in Europe under cer- 
tain conditions ia the clothing business. The 
labor of the sweat shop is ignorant labor. 
Especially is it ignorant of the language of 
the country, this fact shutting it out from di- 
rect intercourse with the manufacturing em- 
ployer and leaving it at the mercy of middle- 
man “sweaters” who know enough of two 
languages to be able to deal with both. The 
profits of the middleman chiefly depend upon 
this ignorance of the workers which obliges 
them to accept any terms offered by uncon- 
scionable men as the only alternative to star- 
vation, because they are unable to seek em- 
ployment outside of that limited sphere on 
account of their dense helpless ignorance. 
Notwithstanding this dreadful illiteracy of 
the workers the wages which are complained 
of as low in New York are decidedly higher 
than the European wage scale on which those 
sweaters were paid previous to arriving in 
New York. For the average worker there 1s a 
continued tendency upward in compensation 
and condition in this country. Many of the 
number find more profitable employment 
after having learned something of the lan- 
guage of the country, on much the same prin- 
ciple that the German or Scandinavian girl 
who accepts $2 per week soon after arriving is 
not long in discovering that she can get $4 


and demands it accordingly. And in any 


event the McKinley bill is ro more respon- 
sible fur the evils of the “sweating system” 
than it is for the existence of Indians on this 
continent or spots on the sun. 

But the World ought to be able to see from 
the facts it affects to dbplore what would be 
the consequences if we had no protection and 
only free trade. The United States would be 
inundated with clothing made by this misera- 
ble class of people on the other side of the 
ocean, and as a consequence our woolen fac- 
tories would be closed. Many Americans 
now make a moderate living by the needle or 
the sewing-machine would be reduced to still 
lower wages in competition with the sweater 
European-made clothing.

The Southerners 
did so because their sharpers and speculators 
wanted to recommence profitable swin- 
dling business of issuing w for Northern 
circulation. The Northern Democrats yield- 
ed, as usual. When the Republicans attacked 
this proposition to drive out a sound national 
currency and replace it by an unsound State 
one the line of defense adopted by most of 
the Northern Democratic speakers and papers 
that dared to handle the subject was that if 
the tax’ were repealed no State bank notes 
would be issued; and that as the tax was un- 
constitutional, not being for revenue but for 
repression of State notes and the protection of 
national notes and greenbacks, therefore 
the tax ought to be repealed. That is the 
ground taken.& Mr. Springer, the Chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, in his 
speeches in Michigan and this State. The 
small fry Democrats are echoing his argu- 
ments. 

Mr. Springer's assumption that State bank 
notes will not be issued if the tax is repealed 
is met by the declaration of the leading Dem- 
ocratic paper of Georgia and other Southern 
States that they will be issued there, and by 
the admission of the junior Democratic organ 
of this city that they will be issued in “some 
localities,” and that those localities will suff@r 
thereby; and by the fact that not one South- 
ern speaker or paper has denied that they will 
be issued in the South as soon as the tax is re- 
moved. Therefore, if the law is not unconsti- 
tutional it should remain on te statute books 
because its repeal would be followed bya 
wildcat currency. 

Mr. Springer may be a great constitutional 
lawyer, though he has not established that 
reputation, but the Supreme Court of the 
United States knows more law than he does, 
At least that is the prevalent opinion. It held 
in 1869, in the case of the Veazie Bank of 
Maine vs. Fenno: 

The tax of 10 per centum imposed by the act of 
July 13, 1866, on the notes of State banks paid ont 
after the lstfof August, 1866, is warranted by the 
Constitution. At the same time and in the same 
case it was set forth, Congress having undertaken 
in the exercise of undisputed constitutional 
power to provide a currency for the whole coun- 
try may constitutionally secure the benefit of it 
to the people by appropriate legislation, and to’ 
that end may restrain by suitable enactments the 
circulation of any notes not issued under its own 
authority. 

Thus did the court dispose of the anom- 
aly’’.to which President Buchanan called at- 
tention when he said: 

The framers of the Constitution are not respon- 
sible for the existing anomaly that a government, 
endowed with the sovereign attribute of coining 
money and regulating the value thereof, should 
have no power to prevent others from driv- 
ing this coin out of the country, and filling up the 
channels of circulation With péper which does 
not represent gold and silver. 

Mr. Springer will perhaps admit at the 
present moment that Judge Cooley is a pretty 
fair lawyer. 
few months ago defended explicitly the con- 
stitutionality of the 10 per cent tax. He sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the exercise of 
the power to tax in such, a way as to destroy, 
and said that the only limit on this power by 
the General Government as regarded the 
States was that it .must not be exercised 
against municipal corporations created by the 
State nor against the State itself. But State 
bank notes are issued by private corporations 
which are not agencies of the State, and their 
notes can be taxed to destruction. 

Judge Cooley said further: “Some duties 
are made to prohibit, but their constitutional- 
ity cannot be attacked in the courts,” In one 
of the cases in which the validity of the tax on 
State bank notes was involved Chief Justice 
Chase said: ‘ 

The judiciary cannot prescribe to the legis- 
lative department of the government limitations 
upon the exercise of its acknowledged powers. If 
the power to tax should be exercised oppressively 
upon persons, the responsibility of the Legis- 
lature is not to the courts, but to the people by 
whom its members are elected. 


Having committed themselves in thbir plat- 
form to the doctrine that a tax or duty which 
is not exclusively for revenue was unconstitu- 
tional, Mr. Springer and his other doughface 
associates thought they could put the demand 
for the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional, not being 
fur revenue. The Supreme Court and the 
jurists are against them. The people must 
understand that if that tax is repealed it will 
not be done becauee it is unconstitutional but 
in order to open the door to wildcat. 
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“ CHICAGO MORTGAGE RIDDEN,” 
Some of the Democratic papers in Minne. 
sota are following the lead of Democratic 
papers elsewhere in howling “‘ calamity ’”’ over 
the mortgage statistics of the latest census. 
One of them says: 


In 1890 the number uncanceled on record was 
128,986, covering 10,660,987 acres and $165,289,000 
of debts. An equally bad showing is made for 
Kansas, Nebraska, and other Western States. 


And they are particularly excited over the 
statement that the mortgages in Cook County 
aggregated $191,518,209 in 1890, being more 
than the mortgages of Iowa and Kansas and 
more than the mortgage debt of Alabama and 
Tennessee. They profess to think this must 
be hopeless indebtedness, and can mean noth- 
ing less than ruin to the debtors. But in the 
first place the population of Cook County is 
about the same as that of Alabama, Tennes- 
see, or Iowa. 

The tears shed by those Democratic editors 
are of the crocodile variety, but even if the 
sympathy were genuine it would be wholly 
wasted. The fact is, these Chicago mort- 
gages show nothing but transactions in the 
buying and selling of property and loans for 


improving it. Real estate in and around Chi- 


cago is considered of so much value that 
many people gre anxious to buy it, though 
they have not sufficient funds to be able to 
pay the whole of the purchase money in hand, 
So they make a payment of a third or half, 


‘and give a mortgage for the remainder on 


time payments. The mortgages which are 
howled about give evidence of activity in 
building improvements. A man who owns 4 
piece of real estate worth, say, $100,000 mort. 
gages it for $50,000, and uses the money in 
erecting a block of houses on it for the sake 
of the rentals and the added selling value. 
He thus secures a good profit after paying the 
interest on the mortgage out of the income, 
Thé same rule applies equally to the owner of 
a lot in the business district worth agveral 
thousand dollars per front foot and to the 
moderate priced lot in the suburbs which the 
workingman first buys on a partial pdyment, 
and after paying for it mortgages the Jand 
for money with which to build on it a cottage 
for himself and family, then pays off the debt 
with money that must otherwise have been 
expended as rent. In all these cases the 
money is borrowed for the sake of a protit 


But that eminent jurist only a 
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A vast number of these transactions are re- 


quired to provide dwellings, shops, stores, of- 
fices, and factories for a new population of 
more than 100,000 a year. 

Tho calamity howlers and snarlers may be 
informed that these real estate mortgages are 
evidences of prosperity, not of poverty; of 
activity, not of lethargy.’ Furthermore they 
may be told that the town or city which has 
no mortgages has finished its development. It 
has stopped growing and no man wants to 
buy, or build, or improve. It is at a complete 
standstill, No more mortgages in Chicago 
would simply mean no further extension of 
no demand for money, no more 
growth either in population, commerce, or 
manufactures. We do not want to reach that 
point just yet. The people of Chicago have 
been giving mortgages on their real estate for 
the last fifty years in augmenting amounts. 
The greater the mortgage the greater is the 
value of the property, for capitalists are not 
fond of lending more than half what they 
deem the security to be worth. The greater 
the value of the property the more desirable it 
is for investment, even on the basis of a mort- 
gage, and the more does it pay to spend money 
on it for improvement, 

_ The history of Chicago is that of a city in 
which, with a few temporary setbacks, the 
value of its land has kept on rising. It has 
paid more and more to put buildings on the 
land. Capital has been freely loaned for this 
purpose because the men having it to spare 
recognized the security as good for the 
‘amount advanced on it. But for these loans 


the progress of the city would have been slow. 
With them it was quick, solid, and substan- 
tial, every dollar’s worth of property on hand 
being used as the basis for working capital in- 
stead of being allowed to lie idle. The folks 
Who talk about the mortgages in Cook Coun- 
ty, which has the population of a large State, 
as signs or evidences of poverty do not know 
‘what they speak of or they are deliberate 
falsiflers. If they were at the same time in- 
telligent and honest they would admit that 


these mortgages are evidences of enterprise 


and no small factor in the county’s prosperity. 


Also they would admit that the work done in 
building up the city and suburbs with the 


money so borrowed has been gauged by the 


power of that money to purchase labor, build- 
ing materials, etc., and that the best kind of 
money is most conducive to such prosperity 
as that which had marked the history of Chi- 


cago, 


JUDGE COLLINS’ DECISION AGAINST THE 


‘ GAMBLERS. 

The decision of Judge Collins in the matter 
of the Garfield Park club’s injunction to re- 
strain the Mayor and police from, interfering 


in any way with its racing is broad, compre- 


hensive, and mghteous. The court holds in 
substance that betting on horse races is gam- 
bling and that pool-selling in an inclosure is 
punishable under the sections of the criminal 
code relative to gambling. Upon the plea of 
the complainant that the State law of 1887 
permits pool-sellmg and bookmaking the 
court decided that if it dia so it was uncon- 
stitutional, being in violation of three sec- 
tions of the Constitution. The court says: 

If the law of 1887 repeals all prior criminal 
statutes punishing offenses of the character the 
complainant is guilty of its business is still a vio- 
lation of the public policy of this State and against 
good morals, for which offense the Legislature 
has for some reason fixed no punishment but 
which it has never sanctioned nor legalized. Last- 
ly, how can it claim any right, license, or privi- 
lege under an act which the Legislature has most 
solemnly said shall not apply to it? 

The proviso says that the provisions of the act— 
not some of them, but all of the provisions of the 
act--shall not apply to the business carried on by 
the complainant. And from these words of nega- 
tion and exclusion it fatuously tries to construct 
a chartered right to construct a grant of power; 
to issue to itself a sanction and a license to carry 
ona business against public policy and good 
morals. The Legislature has declared that the 
provisions of the act do not apply to the com- 


plainant. : 

The decision of the court in this case is 
sweeping enough to cover all racetracks, 
Washington Park included, where betting, 
pool-selling, and bookmaking are allowed. 
Of course the gamblers will appeal from 
Judge Collins’ decision, hoping to get an opin- 
ion which will protect them in the continu- 
ance of their disreputable and demoralizing 
business and in the reopening of Gartie 
Park and the resumption of its dangerous 
practices against which every honest, respect- 
able, and law-abiding citizen of Chicago has 
protested so long. The claim set up by these 
gamblers that their races encourage the breed- 
ing of high-blooded horses 1s an entirely false 
one. The alleged races conducted at Gar- 
field Park have no such object in view. 
They are not intended to encourage 
the breeding of horses, but the breed- 
ing of thieves, embexzlers, and gambling 
clerkg who are the easy victims of the gam- 
bling sharks that run these so-called races, 
The more effectually to rob and fleece their 
victims they have the audacity to ask the 
courts to protect them against any interfer- 
ence by the municipal authorities, the police, 
and honest citizens. They still hope to ob- 
tain such protection by appealing from court 
to court. If in time they should be success- 
ful and the law should be construed as pro- 
tecting gamblers in the right to rob the com- 
munity, to corrupt the young, and to breed 
thieves and embezzlers, then as a last resort 
the people of this city will rise and demand 
the repeal of such an unjust and unrighteous 
statute and the enactment of new laws strong 
enough to protect the public against its nat- 


ural enemies, the gambiing sharks.

The wreckage found 
by the steamer Pawnee and the barge John 
Shaw off the Manitous corresponds exactly 
with the upper works of the Gilcher. 

The last that the owners have heard of the 
steamer was when it passed Mackinaw at 2:20 
o'clock last Friday afternoon, It should 
have reached Milwaukee Saturday or Sun- 
day. The announcement this morning of the 
finding of more wreckage nearly ended the 
faint hope the owners had left. To the great 
mass of vessel-owners and mariners the news- 
paver reports were the first warning of the

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LIEUT. SCHWATKA’S SUDDEN DEATH. 


He Is Discovered on the Street Unconscious 
and Never Speaks Again. 
Portitanp, Ore., Nov. 2.—Lieut. Freder- 
ick G. Schwatka, who made his name 
famous by commanding the expedition to the 
Arctic region in search of the records of the 
lost Sir John’ Franklin party, is dead. The 
Lieutenant was found at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing lying in First street, near Morrison, by a 
police officer. By his side was a half empty 
bottle of laudanum. He was in a com- 
atose condition and was immediately removed 
to St. Charles Hotel, where he was placed 
in a chair, The suppositio at first was 
that the Lieutenant was intoxicated, but as 
his condition grew alarming at the end of an 
hour the patrol wagon was called ‘and the 
sick man was taken to the city jail. Dr. 
Wheeler, the city physician, at once discovered 
that the Lieutenant was suffering from what 
appeared tu be narcotic poisoning. From the 
jail the Lieutenant was immediately sent to 
the Good Samaritan Hospital, where every- 
thing was done for him, but he died at 5 
o’clock this morning. 

Lieut. Schwatka had been suffering from 
a complication of troubles and had shown 
symptoms of apoplexy on numerous occa- 
sions.

The most careful inquiry failed to reveal 
any indications Schwatka had been 
drinking. His most intimate friends assert 
that he had not taken adrop of liquor since 
undergoing treatment at Port Townsend sev- 
eral months ago. The Lieutenant came from 
the East last May, leaving his wife and 6- 
year-old daughter at Rock Island, III., with 
the former’s parents. He went to Coos Bay 
and on the way met with an accident whic 
caused him some trouble, After his return he 
went to the Sound and made a short trip to 
Alaska, and later made a lecturing tour of the 
Northwest and returned to Portland Sept. 25. 

Dr. S. Wheeler held a t-mortem exami- 
nation this afternoon. brain was taken 
out intact, and registered a weight of 544 
ounces. The tissues were all in healthy con- 
dition, with slight traces of alcoholic conges- 
tion and slight adhesions to the membranous 
lining of the skull. There was nothing to in- 
dicate apoplexy, and the only assignable 
cause of death is that Schwatka took an over- 
dose of laudanum for the purpose of relieving 
the pain in his stomach. No arrangements 
have been made for the funeral.

Much important work is being delayed at 
Jackson Park through the dilatoriness of the 
contractor for the iron work forthe machin- 
ery building. This contractor agreed to have 
his work done not later than July 15. It 
isn’t done yet. In consequence a great deal 
of annoyance and serious delay in the install- 
ation of the power plant have been occasioned. 
Although the contractor has been engaged 
for months in the construction of the build- 
ing, he hasn’t yet roofed over the south side of 
the building where the heat, power, and light 
for the Fair are to be furnished. While the 
work is partially done, it is so incomplete that 
engines and boilers have been run in the open 
air, and, as has been the case within the last 
few days, with the rain falling upon 
the machinery aad the operators. But 
that unt all. Foundations for heavy 
machinery have been delayed. Two sites 
for big engines were covered yes- 
terday with water. One was for the installa- 
tion of a 2,500 horse-power engine, and the 
other for an engine of 1,000 horse-power ca- 
pacity. Manufacturers of boilers refuse to 
send on their machinery until after the space 
set apart for their installation shall have been 
roofed over. Bd 
‘ The boiler and engine plant at the Fair will 
be the biggest ever installed. There will be 
1,100 feet, or a space equivalent approximate- 
ly to.the distance between Madison and Jack- 
: h streets, filled with engines. These will 

ish over 20,000 horse-power. The im- 
mense plant cannot be placed in position until 
the contractor for Machinery Hali shall have 
constructed the roof over this part of the 
building. 

The boilers are furnished without cost to the 
Exposition company. It devolves on the lat- 
ter to install them and build the smokestacks. 
Inasmuch as the boilers are contributed free 
the owners refuse to ship them until assured 
that they will be properly housed. The same 
is true in a measure of the engines, and espe- 
eially of the dynamos which are to generate 
the currents for the electric lighting of the 
grounds and buildings. All this immense 
work is held back because the finishing of the 
building is nearly four months overdue. 

The Administration Building, in which Di- 
rector-General Davis is anxious to move, will 
not be ready for occupancy before one week 
or more. From the ground to the lofty dome 
there is nothing but scaffolding and plaster. 
I¢ is dangerous to walk beneath this network 
of timber. Heat cannot be supplied because 

steam connections have been delayed by the 

slowness in completing Machinery Hall, 

where the heat must originate.

Tolerance even now 
resembles that forgiveness which finds ‘‘a sort of 
absolution in the sound to bate a little longer,” 
but the spirit is in the air which gives promise 
that the recognition of goodness and purity of life 
will not be confined by limitations and defini- 
tions. 

The causes of this revolution—and it is not pe- 
culiar only to this continent, since guite recently 
we have heard of the leader of the Catholic faith 
in England joiningin the obsequies of the poet 
2 not hard to find. With the dif- 
fusion of education and Christianity, the cob- 
webs of bigotry must disappear as mists before 
the sun, and thelampof knowledge cannot but 
illuminate even the farthest corners of the giobe.

Dante, the poet of Catholicism, and Milton, who 
lived in Puritan England, speak with equal force 
to all men, since they found no space for the ut- 
terance of aught which might not be as readily 
accepted as the teachings of the Bible. But, 
while sects and differences of creed must exist, it 
is truly a feature of this age that the recognition 
of goodness is spreading universally, and that 
clergymen, formerly the most bigoted of ty- 
rants, are beginning to recognize 
in stones, books in running brooks, 
2 in things. And the World's 
air Commission did mney in acknowledging so 
publicly that Christianity knows no denomina- 
tions. William Penn sounded a true note, the 
volume of which is increasing among the crags of 
time, when he declared with ckaracteristic decis- 
iveness: The meek, the just, the pious, the de- 
vont are all of one religion, and will all meet and 
recognize one another when their various liveries 
are laid aside.“ But the liveries of our own day 
can be seen upon a common ground, the ground 
of patriotism, and the voices of Catholicism and 
of Protestantism can mingle in the grand 
“Amen” which ratifies the prayer for a blessing 
upon the Republic of America.

Mr. Moody's Plans for Work in Chicago 
During the Fair Not Determined. 

An article appeared in a Chicago newspaper 
a few days ago that purported to give minute 
information on this subject, but it was entire- 
ly unauthorized and incorrect. This article 
stated that a man calling himself the Rev. W. 
S. Therrell was Mr. Moody’s manager tor a 
series of revival meetings next summer, and 
that he had already selected and secured a 
number of stations around the city for these 
meetings. Another rumor is that a great 
tabernacle.is to be built for Mr. Moody's ac- 
commodation on the ground adjoining the 
Christian Endeavor Hotel, and this rumor 
also is baseless. 0 

The two men in Chicago who stand nearest 
to Mr. Mgody are his brother-in-law, F. H. 
Revell. and T. W. Harvey. What they do not 
know about his movements no one else in this 
city need try to find out, and they declare 
with much indignation that the story about 
any is nonsense. Mr. Revell said yester- 

ay: 
was with Mr. Moody in London last 
summer and talked with him at length about 
his plans and about Mr. Therrell. aw Ther- 
rell has beeu trying to open a correspondence 
with Mr. Moody, but Mr. Moody would never 
answer his letters. Hetold me that he had 
never heard of Therrell before and thought 
from his letters that he must be a sort of 
crank. Therrell, he said, had claimed that he 
got up’ the Moody meetings in Louisville, 
but Mr. Moody denied it. You may rest as- 
sused that all that Therrell does and says 
abou’ this matter is without any authority 
whatever and is excessively aunoying and 
offensive to Mr. Moody.”’ 

What then are Mr. Moody's plans for next 
summer?“ 

They are not matured at all. He will 
probably arrive in Chicago within two or 
three weeks, and remain here through the Ex- 
position period. He also expects to conduct 
religious meetings here all that time, but he 
has not at all made up his mind in what place 
he will conduct them. That may not be 
settled until long after he arrives in the city.“

According to Mr. Harvey Mr. Moody is cer- 
tain to conduct meetings in Chicago next 
summer, but he, like Mr. Revell, was certain 
that no place had been selected, that no ar- 
rangements had been made, and that Mr. 
Moody would not negotiate nor correspond 
with Mr. Therrell concerning the project.

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RATES FOR THE FAIR. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS UNABLE TO 
REACH AN AGREEMENT, 


Nearly Every Road Has a Plan of Its Own 
A Majority Favors a Reduction in 
One-Way Rates—The Vanderbilts De- 
termined to Make a Round-Trip Rate 
of Not More Than a Fare and One- 
Third—Annual Meeting of the Chicago 
Great Western, 

World’s Fair rates were the principal topic 
of discussion at the meeting of the General 
Passenger Agents of the Western roads in 
“The Rookery” yesterday. General Pas- 
senger Agent Charlton of the Alton took part 
in the proceedings. The subject was fully 
considered in ali its details, but no definite 
result was reached. There is a movement on 


foot to hold a general mass-meeting of rail- 
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roads in this city Nov. 16 to consider what 
should be done in regard to Worid's Fair 
rates, and it was deemed advisable to post- 
pone @etion until the result of that meeting is 
known. 

Nearly every road represented at yesterday’s 
meeting had a plan of itsown. Some favored 
a round-trip rate of one fare from all points. 
Others were of the opinion that a fare and 
one-third for the round trip was as low a rate 
as the roads could afford to make, 
and still others contented that no 
round-trip tickets should be made, but that a 
reduction in the regular one-way rates of 
from 15 to 25 per cent was the proper thing to 
do. A few were in favor of making low round- 


W trip rates and at the same time make a reduc- 


— 


tion in one-way rates, so as to prevent scalp- 
ers from manipulating the return coupons. 
The sentiment seemed to prevail that it would 
be inadvisable to make rates too low in the 
beginning, as it was always easier to reduce 
than to raise rates. 

A dispatch from New York states that the 
Trunk Line Executive committee has called a 
special meeting fcr Tuesday, Nov. 15, to con- 
sider the subject of World’s Fair rates be- 
_ tween Eastern points and Chicago. It is not 
ex that the General Passenger Agents 
will do anything further in the matter until 
‘after the Executive committee has acted. Tne 
point to be settled first is the kind of ticket 
to be issued for the use of World's Fair ex- 
cursionists. After that will tome the question 
of rates. All the railroads are said to be dis- 
posed to make a liberal reduction from the 
regular rates. 

As the matter now stands all of the trunk lines 
except the New York Centrai and West Shore 
roads are favorably disposed toward making 
what is called a reduced one-way rate and this 
scheme would go through if it was not for the 
avowed determjnation of the Vanderbilt peo- 
ple to make a round-trip rate of a fare and 
one-third or less for the round trip. The ad- 
vocates of the one-way rate urge that the 
round-trip ticket plan would make it difficult 
to maintain single-fare rates each way. This 
difficulty could be obviated, however, by mak- 
ing a round-trip rate and also a reduced single 
trip or one-way rate. 


CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN ANNUAL, 


No Sensational Developments at Yester- 
day’s Meeting. 

The much advertised annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Chicago Great Western 
railway company, from which sensational de- 
velopments were anticipated, came off in the 
Phenix Building yesterday and turned out te 
be an unusually tame affair.

DRIFTING TO HARRISON. 


Col. Cockerill (Ind. Dem.) Thinks New York, 
Connecticut, and Indiana Are Safe, and 
Hopes for New Jersey. 

When a great sorrow fell upon the White 
House last week it started a current of sym- 
pathy from every section of the land toward 
the stricken President. It caused the intelli- 
gent voters of the country to contrast the can- 
didates of the two great parties. 

It revealed Mr. Harrison as the loving and 
sacrificing husband; it brought into strong 
light his sweet domesticity, his purity of life, 
his uprightness of character, and today mill- 
ions of people who have respected him as an 
honest citizen, a patriotic soldier, and a safe 
and wise Executive now honor him as the ex- 
emplary chief of a model family. 

Meantime, while he has been sitting beside 
the bedside of a dying wife and following her 
remains to the tomb, Mr. Grover Cleveland 
has been making stump speeches like a ward 
politician, cunniving with the leaders of Tam- 
many Haliand striving with his campaign 
managers for political advantages. 

This has not been lost upon the public nor 
has it failed to inspire Republicans with re- 
newed determination to exert themselves in 
behalf of a great leader who has been de- 

rived at a critical moment of the power to 

ip himself by the saddest of afflictions. 

But Mr. Harrison is singularly situated as a 
Presidential candidate. He requires no per- 
sonal defense; his administration is unassaila- 
ble, and the unqualified success of the policies 
and the achievements of his party are the 
answers to all criticisms. 

The golden evidences®»f prosperity on every 
hand canuot be argued out of the pular 
mind by stump orators. People are thinking 
and feeling in this campaign. They are not 
likely to vote to check an economic system 
which begets prosperity, to revolutionize na- 
tional finances for the fun of the thing, or 
overthrow an administration because a lot of 
crude, reckless politicians are in need of 
places. 

The intimate connection, business and social, 
between Mr. Cleveland and Wayne MacVeagh 
gives peculiar significance to the latter indi- 
vidual’s recent attack upon Mr. Egan.

MacVeagh has no standing in politics save 
that which is imparted by his business rela- 
tions with Mr. Cleveland and the fact that he 
1s one of the worshipful adorers of the candi- 
date. For this reason MacVeagh’s assault 
upon Minister Egan, a man who has incurred 
the hatred of Engiand because of his sacrifices 
for Ireland, cannot fail to work injury to 
Cleveland and his cause. 

The spectacle of Mr. Cleveland as a sup- 

liant to Tammany Hall and a coworker with 

Richard Croker must be galling to his mug- 

wump admirers, who once exalted him be- 

cause of his affectation of superior purity 
and independence in politics. Through the 
base bargain made between Cleveland and 

Croker the County Democracy organization 

in this New York City and County has been 

stamped out of existence. In this Mr. Cleve- 
iand and his managers stand revealed as 

olitical manipulators of the commonest and 
owest type. For the sake of Tammany’s 
votes Cleveland permits Croker’s corrupt and 
tyrannical organization to fasten still further 
its venal clutches upon the throat of this help- 
less municipality. 

He would not dare today to defend Tamma- 
ny Hall or its un-American, debasing meth- 
ods, and yet he enters into open alliance with 
it and deals with it as a keeper of a fence”’ 
would deal with thieves—on the basis of bene- 
fits all around. There must be many inde- 
pendent voters who have hitherto indulged 
the hallucination that Mr. Cleveland was the 
apostle of political purity who must shrink 
from him now that his spuriousness has been 
revealed and his mask of holiness stripped 
from him. 

Mr. Cleveland and his managers have not 
been able so far to oontend against the evi- 
dences of success achieved for the country 
through protection, but they have succeeded 
in alarming the thoughtful business elements. 
Their economic theories, so gratetul to Great 
Britain, and their wildcat banking system, 60 
anxiously awaited oy speculators, money bro- 
kers, and scoundrels, will be repudiated.

SELECTED THE ROUTE. 


LINE OF THE ILLINOIS AND MIOHI- 
GAN OANAL FOR DRAINAGE. 


Majority Report of the Committee Adopted 
by the Board of Commissioners—Thought 
to Be the Best Location Between the 
Chicago River and Summit—Mr. Cooley 
P ts a Minority Report Favoring 
the Most Southerly Survey—Mr. Culler- 
ton Not Up in Arithmetic. 

The Drainage Board yesterday adopted the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal as the route of 
its main drainage channel between Ashland 
avenue and Summit, adistance of eight miles. 
The matter of a decision between six different 
routes, of which the canal was one, has been 
in the hands of the Joint committee on Engi- 
neering and Finance since June 7, when En- 
gineer Williams presented a report on the 
subject, recommending the canal route as the 
most available from an engineering stand 


point. 

Two reports on the subject were furnished 
for the board’s consideration yesterday; a 
majority report signed by Messrs. Eckhart, 
Boldenweck, Altpeter, Russell, and Gilmore, 
and a minority report from Mr. Cooley. The 
majority report was adopted, receiving the 
votes of its signers and Messrs. Wenter and 


Prendergast. 

The right of way alo the canal will cost 
much less than any other line, as there are about 
250 acres in the canal reserve, which can be 
without cost to the district. The channel may 
be so located that for much of the distance one 
boundary line of the Illinois and Michigan canal 
will be one of the boundary lines of the right of 
way of the district, hence there will be much less 
chance for owners to claim damages, fictitious or 
otherwise, to land not taken. 

Possibly the first cost of the railroad changes 
on the canal route will be as great as on what is 
known as the South Fork route, but it is undoubt- 
ediy true that after the first damages are paid 
and railroad changes provosed by the engineer 
are made the canal route will cause much less 
permanent damages to railroad property than 
ony otet line 

e believe that there is much force in the state- 
ment of the chief engineer that it would bea 
grave mistake to cut the western part of the city 
with another open channel. The adoption of any 
other line will make two open channels between 
the Chicago River and Summit. 

The committee is satisfied that this board de- 
sires and must have temporary relief to the city 
before the completion of the mainchannel. It is 
evident that this relief cannot be furnished the 
city in connection with the construction of the 
main channel unless that channel be constructed 
on the canal route; aad that no relief is ible 
until the entire channel is constructed if any 
otner route is adopted. If there were no other 
reasons which could be urged in favor of this line 
the question of temporary relief itself would be of 
sufficient importance to recommend the adoption 
of the canal route. 

Your committee recommends that the Chief 
Engineer and attorney be instructed to prepare 
and present to the board as soon as possible an 
ordinance laying out aud establishing a right of 
way for the main channel between the range line 
at Summit and Ashland avenue along the line of 
the Illinois and Michigan canal, and the 
Chief Engineer be instracted to prepare plans and 
specifications for the work on this line to be 
presented to this board at the earliest date prac- 
ticable. 

Mr. Cooley’s Minority Report. 

Mr. Cooley’s report was read and ordered 
printed. It favors the most southerly route of 
those reported upon by Egineer Williams 
June 7, the line of which begins at the west 
arm of the South Fork of the South Branch at 
Thirty-ninth street and extends west in a 
straight line to Summit. Its recommenda- 
tion is that it provides ere at once for 
the Stock-Yards branch of the river. Mr. 
Cooley’s report says: 

The primary object of the Sanitary District is 
to dispose of the sewage and incidentally make a 
waterway and harbor. This primary object is 
best accomplished by locating the outlet of the 
district at the point where the sewage is pro- 
daced. That such a location may cost more is a 
secondary consideration, for any expenditure 
upoa a location. ails to best accomplish the 
purpose is a misapplication of money. 

It was decided to leave the controversy with 
Mason, Hoge & Co. and other contractors 
concerning an alleged shifting of the line of 
the channel at Willow Springs to the engi- 
neer and attorney for settlement, the con- 
tractors being willing to accept that disposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Cooley reported for the joint commit- 
tee that it had been unable to decide the ques- 
tion of the size of the channel between Wil- 
low Springs and Summit. Perinission was 
given the committee, in case it should arrive 
at a decision, to readvertise for bids for the 
three miles. It is understood that the ad vo- 
cates of the 600,000 feet capacity channel have 
the required five votes to decide the matter. 

A communication from Drs, Cushing, J. E. 

Hogan, and W. B. Stewart, who have estab- 
lished an gmergency hospital at Lemont and 
wish a recognition by the board, was referred 
to the Committee on Health and Public 
Order. 
Clerk Judge reported that the board’s issue 
of $2,000,000 bonds had been duly signed and 
delivered to Treasurer Stone, and were ready 
for the purchasers, Messrs. Blair & Co. of 
New York.

This was a patent 
steel, and was made under a patent for fifteen 
years, and the price has been held regular us long
